TORIES IN POWER, HE SAYS 


Foreigners In Hankow Region Fear 
Trouble Due to Decision— Gun­ 
boats, Troqps Must Leave 


Hankow, Feb. 2— (U.R)— Foreigners 
in this area feared today that tro u­ 
ble would resglt from foreign min­ 
ister Eugene Chen’s 
decision 
tha t 
the Nationalists should not sign

settlement of the ieoncessions ques­ 
tion with G reat Britain until British 
tro o ps and gunboats were withdrown 
from Shanghai.

2—<U.R>— Charging 
that Britain w as governed by tory 
statem anship representative of im­ 
perialism, w ar and bvzantine glory, 
foreign 
minister 
Eugene 
Chen, 
spokesman fo r nationalist 
China, 
has demanded that 
B ritain v cease 
military and 
naval 
concentrations 
on Shankhai else 
the 
nationalists 
would ^not sign any agreements re ­ 
garding settlement 
of the 
current 
dispute in China. 
(lie n ’s 
statem ent 
was 
routined 
in a telegram received and made pub­ 
lic today by the Independent 
labor 
party here. Chen suggested that the 
disruption of British trade in China 
might have to continue until the pre­ 
sent 
conservative 
government 
of 
Britain was sue'-ceded by a socialist 
government. 
‘‘If the m assing of troops,” said 
Chen, “ is an ex pression of the type 
o f the governing mind that feeds 
on the bodies of slaughtered men, 
then it is to be feared that the dis­ 
ablement of British trade and com ­ 
merce m ay have to continue 
until 
British labor is entrusted by E ng­ 
land with the task of arresting the 
British decline in the fa r east 
by 
substituting the 
statesm anship 
of 
peaice and productive7work for tory 
statem anship, imperialism war and 
bvzantine glory.” 
Chen said it had never been the 
intention of the nationalists to oc­ 
cupy the Shanghai international se t­ 
tlement hv force. 
The telegram said “ an agreement 
can be signed ” 
as 
soon 
as the 
question 
of m ilitary 
and 
naval 
movements has been settled. Nego­ 
tiations, according to Chen, 
were 
practically concluded and were sub­ 
ject only to the adjustm ent of 
a 
few points when 
the 
m atter

troops and naval movements came
